Council Okays Zoning

A complex plan for development 
has been approved for a tract of land 
near the Multi-Purpose Complex. 
City Council members 
Monday 
night determined that the northwest 
corner of the intersection of Spring 
Creek Pkwy, and Alma Dr should 
have some retail although not as 
much as the developer Bill McPar- 
tland and the owner W E. Winn 
requested. 
Winn told the council that when he 
bought the property about IO years 
ago. the Master Plan indicated that it 
would be retail. He added that the 
proposed alignment of Spring Creek 
was also such that he would have had 
at least two corners of retail at its 
intersection with Alma. 
He asked for about eight acres 
retail, but the council followed a 
Planning and Zoning Commission 
recommendation and cut the retail 
area down to approximately five 
acres by aligning it with retail 
properties to the east and south. 
Bob Collins fought against granting 
any retail at all, saying that the 
council is ‘‘botching up the city by 
putting four corners of retail at every 
major intersection.” Jack Hatchell 
agreed and also voted against the 
development. 
Other provisions call for a special 
planned development single family 
residential area. A single tier of lots 
along the western and southern 
property lines will be equivalent to 
SF-3 homes while the remainder of 
the property can be developed on lots 
equivalent to SF-4 homes 
(7,200

square feet) with residences deed 
restricted to 1,400 square feet (SF-3 
homes). 
All other items passed without 
opposition. The same property was 
annexed into the city and a third of an 
acre south of Parker Rd. and west of 
Independence Pkwy, was also rezoned 
from apartments to retail. 
The council also called a public 
hearing on a Texas Power & Light 
increase for Jan. 24, reviewed im­

The 16-year-old companion said he 
and his friend were driving by the 
Williams High School parking lot 
about midnight when their car was hit 
by a snowball. Stopping the car, the 
two 16-year-olds got out and accosted 
two 18-year-olds they suspected of

A fight ensued and a short time 
later, the 16-year-old was nursing a 
broken jaw and an aching head. 
According to a police departm ent 
spokesman, the two 18-year-olds have 
not been arrested, but the case is 
being turned over to the Criminal 
Investigation Division.

businessman named Barlow- 
decided he had had enough, 
so he took on the whole Dept 
of Labor and refused to allow 
OSHA inspectors to enter his 
place of business without a 
search warrant. 
“ He was standing on the 
provisions of the 
Fourth 
Am endm ent of the U.S. 
Constitution which was set 
up to protect A m erican 
citizens 
against 
un­ 
w arran ted 
search 
and 
seizure," Collins continued. 
“The judges agreed with 
Barlow 
that 
such 
harrassm ent by OSHA was 
unconstitutional and issued 
an injunction barring them 
from 
entering 
B arlow ’s 
place of business, with or 
without a w arrant.” 
The implications of this 
decision are far-reaching, 
Collins said, and will affect 
all further OSHA inspections 
nationwide. 
“OSHA lawyers are going 
to appeal this decision, of 
course, all the way to the 
Suprem e 
C ourt,” 
he 
predicted, “ but let us hope 
that the Supreme Court, in 
all its wisdom, will uphold 
this brave m an’s claim to 
freedom, as well as the 
freedom of all Americans, 
from 
unw arranted 
in­ 
terference in the pursuit of 
their livelihood by one of the 
m o s t 
o p p r e s s i v e 
bureaucracies ever devised 
by m an." 
C o n g re ssm a n 
C ollins 
pointed out that OSHA has 
been an extremely wasteful 
and ineffective agency for 
the safety and health of the 
American working man it 
was set up to protect. 
“As an example of this 
w a s te fu ln e s s ,” 
C ollins 
stated, “ OSHA regulations 
alone now total 3,400, many 
of them undecipherable by 
the average businessman or 
factory boss. It has been 
shown 
that 
attem pted 
compliance with OSHA has 
cost American businessmen 
and consumers $2.5 billion 
dollars in 1972, and $3.2 
billion in 1973. The figures 
for the past three years, 
which are not yet available, 
are 
undoubtedly 
too 
staggering to contemplate," 
he added. 


“Taxpayers 
have 
spent 
$409 3 million dollars in (he 
past four y ears just to 
m aintain 
the 
OSHA 
bureaucrats," Collins said. 
“and what is there to show 
for this money? The number 
of job-related injuries in­ 
creased by 270,OOO (or in one 
year alone, between 1972 and 
1973. Nearly 600,000 people 
have been killed by their 
jobs 
since 
OSHA 
was 
created 
“The truth is," Collins 
went on. "there is no way 
that OSHA could operate 
with justice and impartiality 
unless it had a billion dollar 
budget, which would be 
clearly im possible. Con­ 
sequently, it has stumbled 
along, picking its targets 
a rb itra rily , entering fac­ 
tories and places of business 
without 
notice or search 
warrants, and then acting as 
prosecutor, judge, and jury 
when it comes to slapping on 
the fines." 
C o n g re ssm a n 
C ollins 
added: 
“ C ongress itself 
should be held accountable 
for allowing OSHA to be set 
up in the first place without 
p r o v i d i n g 
a c c e p t a b l e 
guidelines for 
th eir in­ 
spections. The Idaho court 
saw this as an intentional 
end-run by Congress around 
the Constitution, so they met 
it head-on in their landmark 
decision. 
“This victory shows us 
that the Constitution is still a 
bulw ark for human tights in 
this nation and we don’t have 
to bow down to oppressive 
rulings and acts of govern­ 
ment, no m atter how well­ 
intentioned they may be," he 
concluded.

Soil Noted 


In Caring 


For Plants 


BY NEIL SPERRY 
Area Horticulturist 
The soil in your yard isn’t 
the best in the world! Not 
hard to believe? Well, just 
remember that soil also isn’t 
best for your houseplants. 
W’ith two-thirds of us 
gardening indoors, it seems 
appropriate that we make 
some quick notes on the life­ 
blood of plants, the soil that 
they grew in. 
First it might help to know 
more about our houseplants’ 
native homes. Many come 
from tropical parts, where 
lush 
foliage 
quickly 
replenishes soil organic 
matter content. So highly 
organic soils are a must. 
Good drainage is also a 
must, since you don’t want 
plants repeatedly w ater­ 
logged. For that you mix in 
sand or a substitute to break 
up the peat moss or humus. 
So here, then, is a basic 
recipe for mixing your soil: 
Four parts of screened 
peat moss or humus; Two 
parts of washed builders 
sand, vermiculite, perlite or 
calcined clay; One part heat- 
treated cow manure. 
Stir in eight tablespoons 
superphosphate or a high 
phosphorus fertilizer (slow 
release) per bushel 
(32 
quarts) of soil mix. 
Bake at 180-200 degrees 
until 
the 
coolest 
part 
(Center) 
of the soil has 
stayed at that temperature 
for 30 minutes, no more and 
no less. Harmful diseases, 
weeds and insects will be 
killed by your effort. 
Special variations. 
—Succulents, cacti and 
bromeliads: double the sand 
quantities. 
-Acid-loving plants, also 
to 
increase 
m oisture 
retention: double the peat 
moss or humus. 
—Some orchids, staghorn 
ferns and certain bromeliads 
actually do best grown in 
coarse bark or on tree fern 
plaques, no soil at all. 
Charcoal can 
also be 
mixed into the soil if poor 
drainage is expected ( one 
teaspoon per cup of soil). 
This is especially important 
for terrarium s and pots 
without drain holes, though 
it’s always best to avoid such 
potential 
problems 
if 
possible. 
Consider 
double-potting 
where you slip a pot with a 
drain hole down into the 
larger, 
fancier container. 
Grow the plant in the interior 
container and slip it out, pot 
and all, when you water. 
Keep 
your 
plants’ 
soil 
reasonably 
fertile 
with 
applications of any of the IOO 
plus 
houseplant 
foods 
available. One important 
warning: use the products 
sparingly if plants are in a 
dark setting where new 
growth will be lanky. Much 
better to get a nice plant, 
then maintain it status quo. 
Feeding every six to eight 
months may well be often 
enough. 
Leach your plants’soil 
every four or five times you 
water to get rid of soluble 
salt build-ups. They’re the 
crust left behind when you 
boil a pan dry on the stove 
and they’re sure death to 
plant roots. 
And speaking of watering, 
did you know overwatering 
causes 25 more houseplant 
failures 
than 
all 
other 
problems combined? Learn 
to feel the soil. If it’s moist, 
don’t water. If ifs dry and 
the plant 
symptoms 
say 
“Thirsty,” give it a drink. 
Ifs best not to water by 
setting your plants in pans of 
water and letting water 
gradually soak up. 
Soil 
becomes overly saturated 
and there’s also no chance 
for the mineral salts to leach 
out of the pot.
